4nd Mr.S7: ater, 
tell the Howſe from ice, I cake it exceeding 
gratefull, chat the knowledge of thele things 
arecome vato mee from them. And though 
amongſt:them the principa!l Members are 
ſuch as are not touched in private, and there- 
fore need not (peake from any feeling of the 
griefe, yet We haue heard that other Gentle- 
menalſo of the Houſe, who ſtand as free, have 
ſpoken as freely in irwhich giucs Vsto know 
that noreſpeRs or intreſts haue moved them 
other then the mindes they beare to ſuffer no 
diminution of our Honour, and our Subicts 
loue vnto Vs, The zcale of which attetiou 
ceading tocaſe my People,& knit their hearts 
yato vs, embrace with a Princely care farre 
aboue all carthly Treaſures, I. cſteeme my 
Peoples loue, more then which | deſire not to 
merit: And God that gaue me here to lir, and. 
placed mce ouer you, knowcs that I never re- * 
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ſpeted my ſelfe,but as your good was conſoes 
ued in mee; yet what dangers,what practiſes, 
and what perills I hauc paſlcd, ſome,if not all 
of you know : but none ot theſe things doe 
moove mee, or ever made mce feare, but itis 
God that hath dehvered me, 

And in my gouerning this Land,I haue cuec 
ſer the laſt Iludgement day before mine eyes, 
and ſo torule,as I ſhall be Iudged and anſwer 
before a higher Iudge, to whoſe Iudgemenr 
Scat I doe appeale in that neuer thought was 
cheriſhed in my heart that tended not ro my 
Peoples good.

To bea King,and weare a Crown,is athing 
more glorious to them that ſee it, then it is 
pleaſant to them that beare it: for my ſelte, I 
nener was ſo much inticed with the glorious 
nameofa King, or the royall authoritie ota 
Queene,asdelightcd that God hath made me 
His Inſtrument to maintaine His Truth and 
Gloric, and to defend this Kingdome from 
diſhonour, dammage, tyrannie, and oppreſh. 
on. Burſhould I aſcribe any of thele things 
vnto my ſelte,or my ſexly weakencfle , I were 
not worthy to live; and ot all molt warns -

glad to be freed of theGlory with the Labors, 

FP tor it isnor my defire to liue norto reign lon= 

ger then my life and reigneſhall bee for your 

| good. And though you haue had and may 

haue many mightier and wiſer Princes fitting 

in this Seat, yer you neuer had norſhall hauc 
any thar will loue you better. 

Thus Mr, Speaker, | commend mece to your 
loyall Loues, and yours to my beſt care and 
your further Councels, & I pray you Mr. Cor 
trowllor,S& Mr.Secretary, and you of my Coun- 

cell, that before theſe Gentlemen depart 

into their Countreys you bring 
them allto kiſlemy 
Hand.
